‘The Chinese, too, have a great fondness 
for drugs, and it is strange that no serious attempt to exploit this 
wide field has yet been made. The Chinese pharmacopceia does not 
possess anything so simple and effective in their way as sulphate of 
magnesia (Epsom salts) and boracice eye lotion; the former should be 

put up in, say, 1 oz. packets, and the latter in common 8 oz. bottles, 
wrapped in a little lint, and both should be accompanied by directions 
inChinese. A pleasing substitute for the tiny embroidered shoes now being 
generally discarded by Chinese ladies would also find a good opening.

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BRITISH TRADE WITH AUSTRALASIA : 
Visit to the United Kingdom of H.M. Trade Commissioners. 


Arrangements have been made by the Board of Trade for the 
temporary return to this country, early this year, of His Majesty’s 
Trade Commissioners in Australia (Mr. C. Hamilton Wickes) and 
New Zealand (Mr. G. H. F. Rolleston) with a view to visiting the 
principal industrial centres of the United Kingdom, and giving 
British manufacturers and merchants an opportunity of consulting 
them with regard to trade conditions and openings in the Dominions 
referred to. Chambers of Commerce and other representative com- 
mercial associations desirous of arranging for such visits should place 
themselves in communication with the Director of the Commercial 
Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade, 73, Basinghall Street, 
London, E.C., before the end of January if possible. Arrangements 
have been made for the carrying on of the work of the Trade 
Commissioners’ offices at Melbourne and at Wellington as usual 
during the absence of the Commissioners in this country. 

One of the principal duties of H’s Majesty’s Trade Commissioners 
is to report to the Board of Trade promptly, and if possible in 
advance, any opportunities which may arise in the Dominions in the 
form of contracts open to tender, or in any other way for the develop- 
ment of British trade. The Commissioners also report to the Board 
periodically on the nature and extent of foreign competition and other 
matters of commercial interest, including changes in Customs duties 
and regulations, financial and trade conditions, changes in regard to 
means of transport, and legislation affecting trade and commerce ; and 
they furnish periodically lists of probable buyers of Huropean 
goods in the Dominions. A good deal of the information 
so furnished is published by the Board’s Intelligence Branch 
in the weekly ‘“ Board of Trade Journal,” some is communi- 
cated to Chambers of Commerce likely to be specially interested 
and to those British firms whose names are inscribed in the 
Special Register of the Intelligence Branch, and some—e.v., lists of 
names of traders at particular places, detailed Customs regulations 
affecting particular matters, and similar information of limited 
interest—is filed at the Intelligence Branch for the information of 
persons interested who apply, either personally or by letter. 

The Trade Commissioners also reply directly to all enquiries which 
may be addressed to them directly by British merchants and 
manufacturers. The number of these direct enquiries is increasing 
rapidly, but it is generally desirable that enquiries should be made 
through the Commercial Intelligence Branch (73, Basinghall Street, 
London, E.C.), which is often in possession of the information sought 
and is thus in a position to save the enquirer much delay. 
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HANDBOOK OF THE COMMERCIAL INTELLIGENCE

supply information to British manufacturers and traders, on enquiry, 
either personally or by letter. Particulars will be found in it of the 
sundry samples on view at the Branch, of manufactured articles and 
raw products likely to be of interest to British manufacturers. It 
also contains lists of the principal official returns, trade directories, &c. 
which may be consulted at the Branch; and lists of the British 
Chambers of Commerce established in foreign countries, and of the 
Colonial Trade Enquiry Offices in the United Kingdom. 

The Handbook further contains a statement as to the duties of the 
Trade Commissioners who have been appointed by the Board of 
Trade in Canada, Australia, New Zealand, and the Union of South 
Africa, and a list of the local Trade Correspondents in British 
Colonies, together with information as to the work of His Majesty’s 
Commercial Attachés and Consular Officers and their relation to the 
Branch. 

Attention is particularly directed to the system which has been 
adopted for supplying confidential information* (chiefly as to openings 
abroad for British trade) to firms whose names are inscribed in a 
“Special Register” kept in the Commercial Intelligence Branch. 
Information of the nature referred to is circulated to firms on the 
Register as received, but the Branch is always prepared to deal with 
applications from firms for specific information in the interests of 
British trade, whether the applicants’ names are enrolled on the 
Register referred to or not.

NoTe.—The values stated for the latest year shown in the fore- 
going statements are provisional and subject to rectification. In 
some cases all the values are those declared by importers or 
exporters, as in the United Kingdom; in others they are based on 
an official schedule of values which is subjected to revision after 
the close of each year, the values used in the current returns being 
those fixed in the latest completed revision. In general, the values 
so fixed represent the level of prices in the preceding year. The 
countries adopting the system of official values annually revised 
are :—Austria-Hungary, Belgium, France, Italy, Spain, and (for 
imports) Germany and Switzerland. Exports from Switzerland 
are returned at ‘“ declared” values; and, since April, 1909, only about 
one-third of the exports from Germany have been returned at 
official values, the values of the remainder being “declared.” T'he 
figures wn italics are based, wholly or mainly, on the prices of some 
earlier year than that under which they are shown. The values of 
the exports from Germany for the ten months ended October, 1910, 
and for the eleven months ended November, 1910, are based, in 
each case, partly on declared values and partly on the prices of the 
year 1909. 

In the case of Russia, Germany, Belgium, France, Switzerland, 
Italy, Austria-Hungary, Egypt, Japan, Canada, and the United 
Kingdom, the import figures given in the above summaries 
represent imports for home consumption. In all cases the export 
figures are intended to represent exports of domestic produce. 
In most cases, however, they include a certain amount of 
“nationalised” goods, %.e., goods originally imported for consump- 
tion, and which, if dutiable, have been charged with duty, but 
which are subsequently re-exported.

not exceeding a year, and such dagger-knife shall be confiscated 
and destroyed, or otherwise dealt with as directed. 

The Bill defines a ‘‘ dagger-knife”” to mean any sword, dagger, or 
instrument with which a stabbing wound can be inflicted, and the 
point of which is less than 4 in. in width, but shall not include any 
clasp-knife, save such so constructed as to be convertible by means of 
@ spring, catch, lashing, or otherwise into an instrument with which 
a stabbing wound can be inflicted. 

The Bill proposes to repeal the Knives law 1888.

‘In exercise of the powers conferred by Sections 22 and 23 of 
the Sea Customs Act, 1878 (VIII. of 1878), in modification of the 
Tariff Values fixed by the Indian Tariff Act, 1894 (VIII. of 1894), 
as amended by the Indian Tariff Act (1894) Amendment Act, 1896 
(III. of 1896), and as further altered from time to time by Notifica- 
tions of the Governor-General in Council, the Governor-General 
in Council is pleased to fix, with effect from the lst January, 
1911, for the articles specified in column 2 of the schedule hereto 
annexed, the Tariff values stated in column 4 of the said schedule.

A Notice has been received from the High Commissioner for Australia 
; in London, pointing out that, with the object of 
a reg preventing the introduction of animal diseases 
oc Caine. into the Commonwealth, it will in future be 
necessary for any firm desiring to ship foreign skins from this 
country to Australia to obtain with such skins, from the country of 
origin, the declaration prescribed by the Quarantine Regulations, 
stating that the skins have not been derived from any animals 
which have suffered from or died from anthrax or similar disease, 
and that the skins have been effectively dry-salted, wet-salted, or 
arsenically dressed. 

This declaration must be certified to by a Government Officer (such 
as a Government Veterinary Officer) of the country of origin, to the 
effect that to the best of his knowledge the declaration is true and 
correct. 


The Board of Trade have received, through the Colonial Office, copy 
of Statutory Rules (No. 120 of 1910), dated 29th 
November, 1910, which have been laid down by 
the Governor-General of the Commonwealth of

tions) Act, 1905,” relating to the trade descriptions of imports and 
exports, the inspection and classification of exports, and other mis- 
cellaneous matters. The new Rules embody, with a few alterations, 
the Rules previously in force under Statutory Rules Nos. 84 of 1906, 
17 of 1908, and 17 of 1910, which are hereby repealed. Full 
particulars of these Rules have appeared in the issues of the “‘ Board 
of Trade Journal” of 29th November, 1906, 16th April, 1908, and 
14th April, 1910, respectively. 

The principal alteration in the present Import regulations deals 
with the importation into the Commonwealth of medicines or 
medicinal preparations for internal or external use. In addition to 
the special ‘ trade descriptions’ already required in the case of certain 
medicines, &c. before importation into the Commonwealth is allowed 
(see “‘ Board of Trade Journal” of 14th April, 1910), the following 
new Rule has been laid down, which is to come into operation on lst 
April, 1911. 

‘‘In the case of cultures and preparations of bacteria, yeasts, and 
similar micro-organisms intended for medicinal purposes or for use as, or 
in the preparation of articles of food or drink for man, the trade descrip- 
tion shall include a statement as to the activity of the micro-organisms 
present, and as to freedom of the culture or preparation from disease- 
producing micro-organisms, and shall include a statement as to the 
date up to which the culture or preparation will remain active.” 

Certain amended Rules are to be observed in the case of articles 
intended for export from the Commonwealth. 

The following is a complete list of articles which must have the

Works of art.—Paragraph 717 of the Tariff Act of 1909, provides 
in its first half for the free entry under certain conditions, of ‘ works 
of art” which were produced more than twenty years before importa- 
tion. It is ruled that this portion of the paragraph relates to objects 
belonging to the realm of the fine arts, so called. 

The second half of the paragraph grants free entry to ‘“‘ other works 
of art,” besides several classes of articles there enumerated, if produced 
more than one hundred years before importation. This provision is 
held to be broader than that contained in the first half of the paragraph, 
and will include, if of the requisite age, the numerous ornamental 
antiquities which may be termed articles of virtu, as well as a class of 
objects embraced within the useful or industrial arts, if such objects 
are illustrative of the progress of the arts or of educational value. 

Tea containers.—Tea boxes covered with decorated paper, having a 
removable lid at the top and an outwardly swinging portion near the 
bottom which is also provided with a hinged lid, may be considered 
as the usual containers for tea and are to be admitted free of duty. 

Asafetida.—Importations of this product containing 35 per cent. or 
more of alcohol soluble material may be permitted entry providing the 
importer is willing to file bond or make affidavit to the effect that 
the asafetida is to be used in the manufacture of certain commodities, 
enumerating the preparations, and that a proportionately larger 
quantity of the product will be used—depending upon the strength of 
the article—in the manufacture of official preparations of asafetida. 

Under no circumstances, if this product is below the United States 
Pharmacopeeial standard, may the article be permitted entry unless 
its own standard of strength or purity shall be marked.

and goods declared as being of less weight or measure than is actually 
the case, or as of inferior quality to the true quality, are chargeable 
not only with the duty properly leviable thereon, but also with double 
the difference between the amount of duty on the goods as declared and 
the amount properly leviable. Importers may, however, appeal against 
the imposition of the additional duties either to the judicial authorities 
or to the Department of Finance. In either case the appeal must be 
presented within fifteen days from the date on which the decision of 
the Customs is notified. If the appeal is made to the judicial authori- 
ties, the petition must be accompanied by a voucher showing that the 
ordinary duties have been paid, and also by security for the payment 
of any additional duties which may be imposed, either a cash deposit 
or the goods themselves being offered as such security. Appeals to 
the Department of Finance must be presented through the Customs 
house by which the additional duties are claimed. Pending the 
decision of the Minister of Finance, the goods may be delivered, pro- 
vided that the appellant deposits the amount of the additional duties 
in cash, or enters into a bond for their payment. 

Where, on the examination of goods by the Customs, it is found 
that the declared quantity exceeds the quantity actually imported, 
duty is levied on the actual quantity revealed by examination of the 
goods, and the declarant is subject to a fine amounting to 5 per cent. 
of the excess duty which would have been levied had the declaration 
been accepted by the Customs. 

Where it is found that the declared quality of the goods is superior 
to the quality actually revealed by examination, duty is levied 
according to the actual quality, but the declarant is punished by the 
Ministry of Finance with a fine not exceeding 50 pesos, the fine 
being proportionate to the amount of the excess duties remitted. It 
rarely happens that the Decision of the Ministry in such cases is 
appealed against. 

Errors in ships’ manifests, if they do not concern the number of 
packages shown in the manifest, may be corrected by a rectification, 
which is accepted without the imposition of a fine. Errors which 
concern the number of packages shown in the manifest may be 
corrected, subject to the paymert by the ship’s master of a fine not 
exceeding 25 pesos for each additional or missing package; such 
correction is, however, accepted without penalty when the additional 
or missing packages are covered by a consular invoice which includes 
other packages shown'in the manifest.

H.M. Consul-General at Valparaiso also reports that, according 
to a local newspaper, petroleum has been dis- 
covered by a Government engineer in the Mag- 
ellan territory. At Puerto Porvenir, where the 
conditions are similar to those in the oil-bearing 
district of Comodoro Rivadavia in the Argentine, 
strong emanations of benzine and petroleum from the ground were 
observed. ‘There also appear to be oil deposits at Agua Fresca, in 
Tierra del Fuego, off the coast of Bahia Inatil. (O. 282.)

BRAZIL. 

The British Vice-Consul at Cuyabé (Mr. J. L. H. Atkinson) reports 
that a concession has been granted by the State 
Government of Matto Grosso for the cultivation of 
and Pactery in cotton and the establishment of a factory to manu- 
me ite facture cotton cloth in the State. Not less than 
‘ 200,000 metres of cotton goods must be produced 
annually. The State Government grants, free of charge, 14,400 
hectares of public land, to be chosen by the concessionaires, and 
exemption from all State taxes and export duties for a period of not 
more than ten years; and guarantees interest at 7 per cent. on the 
capital employed in the enterprise to a maximum amount of capital 
of 600,000 milreis (about 40,000/.). The concessionaires must make 
an annual contribution to the State of 2,400 milreis (about 160/.) for 
the expenses of supervision and control. Work must be begun 
within eighteen months from 12th July, 1910. The Vice-Consul 
states that the concessionaires are prepared to part with the con- 

cession. (28,715.)

The butter exported was the produce of Siberia and of Northern 
Russia. 

With regard to the export of eggs it will be noted that the increase 
in value is far greater than in quantity. This is accounted for, 
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however, rather by the improved quality of the produce than by 
the general rise in food prices, though doubtless the latter is partly 
responsible. 

In most parts dairy farming is increasing in importance. The culti- 
vation of fodder grass is being developed, natural meadows are being 
ploughed for grain, and land now arable is being more and more used 
for clover, timothy grass, &c.; more attention is being given to the 
improvement of poor and mossy, or water logged pastures. The'chief 
progress has been made in the thinly populated northern and eastern 
parts of Russia. 

In poultry farming the chief progress is in the more thickly popu- 
lated parts where, though there is more competition, labour is not so 
dear. ‘lhe provinces Voronezh and Kharkov come first, though closely 
followed by Poltava and other neighbouring provinces. In many places 
it is likely that, as the land is more and more subdivided into small ° 
holdings, poultry farming on scientific principles will supersede the 
cattle industry. Besides the exports of eggs and birds, feathers and 
down to the value of 190,000/. were exported in 1909, so that the 
value of all poultry products amounted to about 8,266,000/. In the 
year 1899 the corresponding total was only 3,857,000/. In spite of 
the increasing export and of the rising prices of poultry products, the 
consumption within the country increases, not only amongst well- 
to-do customers, but also amongst the producing peasant farmers 
themselves. (29,691.)

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Confidential Information as to Openings Abroad 
for British Trade, &o. 


The arrangement inaugurated on Ist January, 1907, whereby the 
names of British firms desirous of receiving confidential information 
as to opportunities for the extension abroad of those branches of trade 
in which they are specially interested, and as to other connected 
matters, are placed on a special Register at the Commercial 
Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade, has met with widespread 
approval, as evidenced by the steady increase in the number of names 
so registered. Formerly no charge was made for admission to the 
Register, the only requirement being subscription to the “ Board of 
Trade Journal.” The great increase in the number of names inscribed, 
and in the amount of information distributed has, however, rendered 
it necessary to make a small charge for the service, and accordingly 
firms desirous of utilising this source of information are now (since 
lst April, 1910) required to pay an annual fee of one guinea to the 
Accountant General, Board of Trade, Whitehall Gardens, London, S.W.., 
for the service, including the supply of the “ Board of Trade Journal,” 
instead of merely subscribing to the “‘ Journal,” as previously, through 
the Government Sale Agents. British firms who wish to have their 
names registered should apply in writing to the Director, 
Commercial Intelligence Branch, 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., 
for the necessary form of application. 

Admission to the Register and retention upon it will be, as 
heretofore, at the discretion of the Board of Trade. 

The confidential information which is communicated to firms upon 
the register is received from His Majesty’s Consular Officers in Foreign 
Countries, from His Majesty’s Trade Commissioners and the Imperial 
Trade Correspondents in the British Dominions, and from other sources 
available to the Commercial Intelligence Branch. 

It may be stated that confidential information thus received relates 
mainly to openings for British trade abroad, and is communicated to 
firms on the Register in Circular letters. During 1910, 1,180 such 
Circular letters were prepared, and copies (totalling 74,203) were 
despatched to firms on the Register interested in the trades to which 
the Circular letters respectively related, as compared with 1,104 
Circular letters and copies totalling 51,816 sent out in 1909. 

Note.—Apart from the Special Register arrangements referred to 
above, the Commercial Intelligence Branch is always ready to answer 
enquiries on specific subjects, as far as possible, in the interests of 
British trade (see below).

Regulations concerning Commercial Travellers, &c., &c. 

There is a Sample Room at the offices of the Branch, where, in 
addition to samples illustrative of reports of H.M. Consuls or of the 
Correspondents or Special Commissioners of the Board of Trade, 
specimens of special interest that may be received from India, the 
Colonies, &c., are exhibited from time to time. 

The ‘ Board of Trade Journal” is the principal medium through 
which intelligence collected by the Commercial [ntelligence Branch, 
and intended for general information, is conveyed to the public. The 
“Journal” is issued weekly at the price of 3d., the annual rate, 
inclusive of postage within the United Kingdom, being lds. 2d.
